EDITORIAL ON EXECUTION OF WANG ZHONG 


HK210840 Guangzhou NANFANG RIBAO in Chinese 18 Jan 83 pp 1-2 


(Editorial: "Enforce the Law Strictly"] 
[Text] Wang Zhong, an archcriminal guilty of corruption, was sentenced to 


death and immediately executed. This represents a just sentence passed on 
Wang Zhong by the judiciary department of our province in accordance with 
the relevant clause of the "criminal law of the PRC" and the "resolution on 
strictly punishing criminals who seriously sabotage the economy" approved 
5v the Standing Committee of the NPC. This court decision has given great 
satisfaction to the people. It reflects the dignity of the law and shows 
yur determination to carry through to the end the struggle against economic 
crimes; it enhances the morale of the people and frightens the economic 
criminals. It constitutes a major victory in hitting at serious criminal 


activities in the econcemic field. 


Article 155 of the "criminal law" stipulates: In extremely grave cases 
where a state functionary takes advantage of his position and power to 
embezzle public property, the offender will be sentenced to life imprison- 
ment or death. In order to strictly punish those criminals who seriously 
sabotage the economy, the 22d meeting of the NPC Standing Committee again 
decided, in March last year, to supplement and revise the relevant clauses 
of the "criminal law." It was stipulated that it is necessary to strictly 
punish a state functionary who commits the crimes of corruption and bribery 
and that it is necessary to punish, in light of the corruption charge, those 


people who extort or take bribes. 


Wang Zhong was guilty of serious corruption and bribery, involving an amount 
of more than 69,000 yuan. As a secretary of a county CPC committee, Wang 
Zhong had the audacity of publicly bartering away the principles of the 
party. He took bribes by allowing people to go to Hong Kong. He even 
personally took a hand in the extortion. His shamelessness reached an 
extreme degree. As a responsible person in charge of the work of suppressing 
smuggling activities in Haifeng County, Wang Zhong violated the law while 
enforcing it. Under the name of inspection, on many occasions he went to 

the warehouse where the seized contraband was stored to embezzle the goods 

as if it was his own personal storeroom. The fact that Wang Zhong flagrantly 
took advantage of his position to embezzle state property showed that he had

reached an extremely serious extent in disregarding the law and purs 
ssly sold 


his lust for gain. In order to amass wealth, Wang Zhong snamele 
the goods he had obtained through corruption and bribery. He conducted the 
transactions of the contraband right in his own house. He also personally 
went everywhere or instructed his relatives to peddle the contraband. His 
greed and recklessness has indeed seldom been seen. Wang Zhong distributed, 
under the name of "encouragement and reward,'' some seized high-grade contra- 
band to people who had witnessed his embezzlement in an attempt to prevent 
them from talking and to cover up his crimes. He was really despicable and 
detestable because he unscrupulously corrupted cadres in an attempt to drag 


them into the mire. 








Wang Zhong's acts of taking bribes and bending the law and his neglect of 
duty brought about extremely serious consequences in Haifeng County: The 
smuggling activities along the coast which had rim rampant for a time failed 
to be effectively checked; a number of cadres were corrupted; some anti- 
contraband personnel also violated the law by embezzling the seized smuggled 
goods; some party organizations at the grassroots level were paralyzed and 
one or two of them even rotted away; and fishery and agricultural production 
along the coast were seriously affected. He also formed a faction by 
putting bad people in important positions and hitting at good people. 

Wang Zhong committed unpardonable crimes against the people of Haifeng. 


Wang Zhong tried every possible means to deny his serious crimes and refused 
all along to confess them. He turned a deaf ear to the call of the NPC 
Standing Committee and the repeated admonitions of the party organization. 
After his crimes had been brought to light, he still obstinately clung to 
his wrong course and put up a desperate struggle by forming an alliance with 
his partners to shield each other and by removing the illicit money and 


zoods. 


All these showed that Wang Zhong had completely betrayed the party and people. 
He was an incorrigible degenerate element, an ugly scum of the cadre ranks 
and a big scourge of the people of Haifeng. 


[t is imperative to strictly punish state functionaries, particulariv leading 
cadres, who take advantage of their positions and power to violate the law 

and commit crimes because they cause greater harm. As a principal responsible 
person of the party and government organizations in Haifeng, Wang Zhong 
wielded considerable power. However, he took bribes and bended the law. 

Not only did it involve an enormous amount, the case was also very grave, 
bringing about particularly serious consequences. If we had not meted out 

a death penalty in accordance with the law, it would have been insufficient 

to enforce the law and discipline and to warn others against following a 


bad example. 


The new constitution recently promulgated has implicitly stipulated that all 
citizens are equal before the law. No individual may enjoy the privilege 
of being above the constitution and the law. The serious and just judgement 
on Wang Zhong has fully showed this point. Wang Zhong had joined in the 
revolution for a fairly long time and had assumed a fairly important leading 











post. However, when he defied the law and committed a capital crime, the 
judicial organ acted according to the law by meting out a capital punishment 
without being indulgent or tolerant to him. This shows that we rule the 
country according to the law, act by the law and enforce the law strictly. 

A person will be punished if he violates the criminal law, no matter how 
great his seniority, how great his credit or how high his position. 


The ignominious end of Wang Zhong is worth pondering. What lessons should 

we draw from his degeneration from the secretary of a county CPC committee 

to a criminal sentenced to death? They are as follows: In the new historical 
period, while resolutely implementing the policies of opening to the outside 
world and invigorating the domestic economy, it is absolutely necessary to 
ensure the communist purity of our party and oppose the corrosion of 
capitalist ideas; it is absolutely necessary to adhere » the aim of serving 
the people wholeheartedly and oppose any acts of takir advantage of power 
entrusted by the party to seek personal interests; it is absolutely necessary 
to adhere to the party's democratic centralism, promote inner-party democracy 
and strengthen supervision over the cadres of the party, particularly leading 
cadres; it is absolutely necessary to rectify party style and unhealthy 
tendencies in order to give the criminals no opportunity; and it is absolutely 
necessary to conscientiously observe the law and discipline and not place 
ourselves above the law and discipline. If we constantly remember these 
lessons, we shall be able to stand new tests, resist corrosion by the 
capitalist ideas and successfully fulfill the historical tasks of the party 

in the new period.

COMMENTARY ON IMPLEMENTING CPC MEMBERS' TRAINING

[Commentator's article: "Continue to Grasp Firmly and Well the General 
Training of Party Members" ] 


[Text] Experiences show that the general training and rotational training 
of party members has a great bearing on implementing the 12th Party Congress 
spirit in depth and creating a new situation in socialist modernization 
throughout the province. Therefore, the CPC committees at all levels must 
take this as a main task in strengthening themselves and must continue to 
grasp it firmly and weli with good results. 


1. It must be made clear that the current rotational training or general 
training is to educate party members in the new party constitution and solve 
the problem of how to be a qualified party member so as to get mentally 
prepared for the coming tegistration of party members and carrying out party 
rectification by stages and in groups. For this reason, the main thing to 

do in general training is to organize party members to earnestly and systema- 
tically study the new party constitution. Through the study, party members 
should get to krow the essential contents of the constitution, the party's 
nature, position, role, guiding ideology, objective and main aims, and should 
be clear of criteria and qualifications for a party member, the party's 
organizational principles and discipline and how to be a qualified party 
member and cadre. At present, the rotational training and general training 
in some localities and departments involves too mary contents, and the time 
for the training does not seem to be enough. It is necessary to properly 
reduce the contents, and add more time to it so as to stress the main points 


and ensure the quality of the training. 


2. It is necessary to apply theory to reality and carry out the spirit of 
rectification so as to stop the unhealthy tendencies in some departments of 
studying documents in a superficial and perfuictory way without relating to 
work and thinking. It is necessary to guide party members and party cadres 
to check up on the work of implementing the party's line, principles and 
rolicies in the departments and units where they wor. and examine rheir own 
thinking, work and work style in accordance with the new party constitution. 
Meanwhile, it is necessary to guide party members and party cadres to measure 
the work of the party committees of the departments where they work. In 














doing this, it is necessary to first affirm achievements and then expose 
contradictions, overcome shortcomings and mistakes and carry out criticism 
and self-criticism so as to truly solve the major problems pending in the 
political life of the party organizations in the departments and units where 


they work. 


3. Leaders must take the lead in participation in the present training of 
party members. In the past, party members’ education in some localities and 
departments used to be carried out only among grassroots party members and 
ordinary party members, without the participation of leading cadres. This 
is wrong and such a situation must be changed. One who educates others must 
receive education first. The education for party members in leadership 
groups, particularly those who hold leading posts, must be put in the first 
place. Principal leading comrades of party committees at all levels must 
grasp well the study of all committee members. Party members who hold leading 
posts must take part in the study in the capacity of ordinary party members. 
In the study, they must take the lead in measuring themselves in accordance 
with the new party constitution, carrying out criticism and self-criticisn, 
overcoming demerits, correcting mistakes and improving work style. 


4, It is necessary to further strengthen leadership to the training of party 
members, overcome complacency and laxity and guard against formalism and a 
token gesture. An investigation must be really conducted in the localities 
and departments which have finished the rotational and general training of 
party members. Those which fail tc accomplish what is required of them 

and have not systematically studied the new party constitution must make up 
what is missed. In the localities and departments where the training is just 
being carried out, party committces must pay particular attention to it and 
leaders must take part in it so as to solve problems once they crop up, 
improve quality and work for good results in the training. A few localities 
and departments which have not yet started the training must vigorously 

make preparations, but must not hurriedly rush or do it in a token gesture. 
Through the rotational and general training of party members, party organi- 
zations at all levels must further amplify all the systems for political 

life within the party and make the study of the new party constitution 


a regular practice.

HUBEi HOLDS PROVINCIAL CADRE MEETING 
Han Ningfu Addresses Meeting

[Excerpts] A Hubei provincial conference of cadres of three levels opened 
in Wuchang on 21 January. Comrade Han Ningfu delivered a report on the 
morning of 24 January entitled: Implement the spirit of the 12th Party 
Congress in depth and strive for still greater progress this year. 


Comrade Han Ningfu said: The main task of this conference of cadres of three 
levels is to discuss and map out the work for the province this year in 
accordance with the intentions of the central authorities and in connection 
with the province's realities. In common with the whole country, the 
province's political and economic situation is very good as a result of the 
effective work done last year. 


On the rural situation, Comrade Han Ningfu said: Last year the province 
reaped a record bumper harvest. Total grain production is estimated at 
38.063 billion jin, a rise of 11.4 percent over 1981 and 2.8 percent over 
1979. Total agricultural output value, not including the commune industries, 
may reach 13 billion yuan, a rise of 8.7 percent over 1981 and 6.6 percent 


over 1979. 


The reason for the unprecedentedly excellent situation in rural Hubei is 

that the system of contracted responsibilities with payment linked to output, 
mainly in the form of contracted responsibilities for each household, 

has been universally introduced. Over 94 percent of the province's production 
teams are practicing the system of contracted responsibilities for each 
household. This is a tremendous reform in agricultural policies, setup and 


management. 


In the wake of the readjustment of rural production relations and the 
restructuring of agriculture, socialist democracy has also made progress 

in the rural areas and the peasants have decision-making powers in production, 
management and distribution. These reforms have greatly stimulated the 
peasants’ enthusiasm and promoted the development of production. 











Han Ningfu Outlines Province's Tasks

[Excerpts] Comrade Han Ningfu said in his report to the provincial conference 
of cadres at three levels: The year 1983 is the first year after the 12th 
Party Congress proposed creating a new situation in all fields of socialist 
modernization, and also the first year of implementing the new constitution 
and striving for a long period of tranquility in the country. We must 
resolutely fulfill the structural reform at provincial, prefectural and city 
levels and also start party rectification. We must strive for a further 

turn for the better in party work style, social atmosphere and social order 
throughout the province. Centered on improving economic results, we must 
ensure that the overall level of economic development in the province is 


higher than in 1982. 


Speaking on how economic work is now further shifting to the track of 
centering on improving economic results, Comrade Han Ningfu said: In 
industrial production, stress has been put on producing goods that sell 
well and meet market needs, improving product quality and reducing input 
consumption. Economic results have been improved. Total profit of the 
province's industrial enterprises, after allowing for the effect of objective 
factors such as the great restriction on output and reduction of prices of 
[word indistinct] cotton cloth, showed an 11 percent rise in 1982 compared 
with the previous year, while total output value rose by 10.24 percent, thus 
maintaining a relatively high growth. Financial revenue rose by 5 percent 
compared with 1981. After allowing for the effect of restricting output and 
lowering prices of [word indistinct] cotton cloth, the revenue growth was 


12.7 percent. 


On the improvements in people's living standards, Comrade Han Ningfu said: 
In the rural areas, according to a sample survey of 948 households carried 
out by the Provincial Statistics Bureau, net income per capita in 1982, 
including collective distribution and income from domestic sideline occupa- 
tions, may reach 260 yuan, a rise of 20 percent over the previous year. 

In the urban areas, due to wage readjustments at yearend plus the numbers of 
new workers, the total wage bill in enterprises owned by the whole people 
last year was 230 million yuan more than in 1981, a rise of 7.6 percent. 
Urban residents’ housing conditions improved everywhere. 


Han Ningfu Stresses Reforms

Town in Anren County; Xujiadong Town under Chenzhou City; Shatian Town in 
Guidong County; (Huangshaping) Town in Guiyang County; (Yaogangxian) Town 

in Yizhang County; Xianghualing Town in Linwu County; Tangcun Town in Jiahe 
County; Xiaoyuan Town in Rucheng County; (Qifengdu), Liangtian, Qiaokou, 
Huatang and (Bailutang) towns in Chenxian County; Chengguan Town in Lanshan 
County; and (Shitishi) and Luhongshi towns in Dongan County. Some of these 
small towns were abolished during the great cultural revolution, and they 
are now being restored. Some others are new rural political, economic and 
cultural centers that have emerged in recent years. Others are revolutionary 
bases of historical significance. Restoring and establishing these small 
towns will play a positive role in bringing closer relations between urban 
and rural areas and promoting the common development of urban and rural 
economy.

ROUNDUP ON SUPPORT-ARMY ACTIVITIES IN EAST CHINA 


[Editorial Report] Shanghai City Service in Mandarin at 1100 GMT on 

13 January carries a 2.5-minute report on "Support the Army and Give 
Preferential Treatment to the Families of Revolutionary Armymen and Martyrs" 
activities to be conducted in Shanghai during the spring festival. Noting 
that 1983 is the 40th anniversary of the campaign to support the army and 
give preferential treatment to the families of revolutionary armymen and 
martyrs and to support the government and cherish the people, which was first 
started in Yanan, the report says that during the spring festival, "a meeting 
will be held to mark the 40th anniversary of the campaign, and leading comrades 
of the municipal party committee, the Standing Committee of the municipal 
People's Congress, the municipal people's government and the municipal CPPCC 
Committee will visit PLA units stationed in Shanghai." In addition, civil 
affairs departments at various levels in the municipality will check on 

"the implementation of the policy of giving special care to disabled service- 
men and to family menbers of revolutionary martyrs and servicemen" and to 
the placement of demobilized and retired servicemen." 


Hefei Anhui Provincial Service in Mandarin at 1100 GMT on 13 January broad- 
casts a 2-minute summary of the provincial Civil Affairs Department's report 
calling for "making good promised preferential treatment to the families of 
revolutionary armymen and martyrs" in the province's rural areas. The report, 
transmitted by the General Office of the Anhui Provincial People's Government, 
"calls for giving preferential treatment to the families of revolutionary 
armymen and martyrs as an important aspect in improving t!.e production 
responsibility system and for persistently meeting the standards set by the 
provincial people's government in this regard in order to insure that the 
living standards of the families of revolutionary martyrs and conscripted 
servicemen are not lower than those of the local masses. Some disabled, 
demobilized and retired soldiers who have returned to their home villages 
live in strained circumstances because they have not been able to work for 

a long time as a result of disability, illness or age and frail health. 

It is necessary to make arrangements for them to engage in production, 

to give them preferential treatment in assigning them jobs and to help them 
farm the fields in their responsibility and engage in household sideline 
production in order to enable them to free themselves from poverty by 
becoming better-off through hard work." 
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Fuzhou Fujian Provincial Service in Mandarin at 1120 GMT on 14 January 
carries a 2-minute report on a comfort letter from the Fujian Provincial 
People's Government to the PLA units and the armed police in the province.

EYEWITNESS REPORT ON ZHENBAO ISLAND

[Text] One morning in early winter, 17 comrades of a journalist group from 
the capital visited Zhenbao Island in the northern border area. 


Taking a patrol boat, the journalist group set off from the west bank of the 
Wusuli River and reached Zhenbao Island in under 20 minutes. A scene of 
desolation met the eye on every side of the island. The elm leaves had fallen 
and only withered and yellow willow leaves were left. The earth was covered 
with thick and dry wormwood grass. As soon as all the comrades got off the 
boat, we jovfully headed for the island. At the entrance to the island, we 
were attracted by eight characters: "Cherish the precious island, defend 

the border areas" set in cement. Some comrades took out notebooks to put 
them down. All the comrades of the journalist group were deeply impressed 

by the iron-clad pledges of the soldiers. Three or four days before we set 
off for Zhenbao Island, we also saw similar brave words in a border sentry 
post in Sui Fen River, where the soldiers inscribed on the gate of the sentry 
post such words as: "The party is our mother and the sentry post our home. 
We take root in deep mountains." Their wholehearted spirit of fearing no 
hardships and vowing to defending the motherland was profoundly admired by 
all the journalists. 


Comrades working in the capital have an intimate reaction when they see 
something named after Beijing in a place far from the capital. When we saw 
a Beijing road of 80 meters long and 3 meters wide in Zhenbao Island, we 
were very joyful and excited. We strolled on the Beijing road with the 
soldiers and asked them about the experience of building this road. This 
road has been built for many years and is revamped every year. With the 
change of one group after another of soldiers stationed in the island, 
Beijing road is becoming better and better. When the veteran soldiers are 
demobilized, they go to Beijing road to add one more shovel of earth to 
express their love and yearning for the precious island. When we asked why 
the road was named after Beijing, the soldiers replied that Beijing is the 
place where the party's Central Committee is situated and the place we yearn 
for day and night. When we are defending the precious island, it means we 
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are defending the motherland. Though they are stationed in the Zhenbao 
Island, they always cherish Beijing. They are indeed the most beloved people 
of the new generation. 


Zhenbao Island is not large. It is 2,300 meters long and 500 meters wide, 
its area being some 0.74 square km. We travelled about half of the island 
in less than 2 hours. Company Commander Qiu of the stationed army gave us 

a special introduction of a hero tree in the island. One day, Yang Lin, a 
heroic soldier, fought bravely under this tree and finally sacrificed his 
life. To commemorate the hero, this elm tree with a thick trunk like the 
mouth of a bowl is named the hero tree, on which is hung a plate with the 
words: "The hero tree." Every year when the new soldiers came to the 
island, they go to the hero tree to recall the heroic deeds of Yang Lin. 

Han Younian, a 16-year-old greenhorn who joined the army this year, is from 
Fuyu County in Jilin Province. Ina letter to his family, he told them 

that he had been assigned to Zhenbao Island to attend military service. On 
learning of this, his father really worried about him. Once, his father took 
advantage of a business trip to come to the island to meet him. Han Younian 
led his father to the hero tree and told him the heroic deeds of Yang Lin. 
His father was educated and changed his thinking. After returning home, his 
father wrote him a letter, saying that he was proud of having a son to 
defend the frontier areas of the motherland in Zhenbao Island, encouraging 
him to learn from the heroic veteran soldiers. 


In winter, the temperature drops to minus 30-40 degrees centigrade in Zhenbao 
Island. Heavy snow seals the mountain passes and it is inconvenient. In 
summer, there are many mosquitoes. Soldiers say that small grasshoppers, 
Xiao Yao (a very small flying insect which can go deep into human hair to 
bite people) and mosquitoes attacked them in turn every day and it was very 
difficult to deal with them. They lead a hard life here in the island. 

But a hard life is not always dull and monotonous. The slogan of the soldiers 
is "treat hardships as glory and happiness."" It is already winter in Zhenbao 
Island, but, when we visited the decent barracks, the neat and tidy training 
field, the blue bridge and yellow moon-shaped gate, we had not the slightest 
feeling of desolation. Instead, we felt that it was full of vitality, 
dynamic and the soldiers' love for life. Located in the soldiers’ barrack 
areas, the moon-shaped gate was built this year. It is made of bricks and 
covered with yellow glaze, hence it is very exquisite. The soldiers have 
planted an "interlocked branch" inside the gate, adding much charming 


atmosphere. 


‘he deputy head of the journalist group was a painter. After we had visited 
the island for half day, the painting interest welled up in the heart of the 
deputy head. In the office of the company of the army stationed in the 
island, he painted a hardy, old pine tree, proudly standing by a river, 
which symbolizes our border defense soldiers standing in the northern border 
areas of the motherland, like hardy pines. Requested by comrades, our group 
head, a poet, delightedly improvised a poem on the picture. I cannot remember 
the whole poem, but I think one sentence was well-written: "The eternal 
security of our mountains and rivers is assured by your presence."’ Indeed, 
it is due to these most beloved people who defend the gate of the motherland 
day and night that the border defense of our motherland is impregnable.

"GUANGMING RIBAO' DISCUSSES MACARTNEY MISSION 
HK270815 Beijing GUANGMING RIBAO in Chinese 19 Jan 83 p 3 


("Historical Science" article by Chen Jinling [7115 6855 7117]: "Macartney's 
Mission to China and Qianlong's Counterstrategy"] 


[Text] Abstract: To open the vast market in China, the British bourgeoisie 
sent Macartney to China in 1792 in the capacity of British envoy conveying 
birthday congratulations to Emperor Qianlong. He put forth demands which 
infringed on China's territorial integrity and sovereignty. In receiving 
the British envoy, Qianlong laid down the principles of "spending moderately, 
neither lavishly nor frugally, and behaving with self-respect, neither 
obsequiously nor arrogantly," and respecting foreign customs. Adhering to 
the principle of “solemnly upholding territorial integrity," the Qing 
Government resolutely rejected the British colonialist demands and adopted 
appropriate defense measures. [End abstract] 


During the 17th century and up to the early 18th century, China was an empire 
dominated by the feudal economy. After recovering Taiwan, the Qing Government 
in 1684 (the 23d year of the reign of Emperor Kangxi) designated Guangzhou, 
Zhangzhou, Ningbo and Yantaishan to be four ports for foreign trade. Later, 
it specified Guangzhou as the only port of call for vessels from European 
countries. At that time, China was known for its exports of tea, raw silk 
and silk fabric. It imported a very small quantity of goods. Marx said when 
he commented on the opium war: "After carefully studying the history of 
Chinese trade, I have come to this conclusion: Generally speaking, the 
demand and purchasing power of the people of the celestial empire have been 
overestimated. Under the economic system of current Chinese society with 

the small-peasant economy and household handicraft industry as its core, 
foreign goods cannot be imported in bulk." ("Collected Works of Marx and 
Engels," Vol 12, pp 604-605) There had always been a favorable balance in 
China's trade with Britain. For example, in 1756, the British East India 
Company had to pay in Guangzhou 244,868 pounds sterling in gold and silver 
coins to make up its unfavorable balance of trade with China. 


To gain an extensive market in China, the British Government sent Cathcart 
as its envoy to China in 1787. However, Cathcart died oi illness on his way 
to China. The mission and the fleet of ships headed by him had to return 
home. Later, at the proposal of Peter William, an influential official, 








and his assistant Dundas, Britain decided to send a mission of a still higher 
rank to China, and to appoint Lord Macartney, who was then viceroy of 
Bangladesh, to be ambassador to China. 


Macartney, with his good friend Stanton as his assistant, recruited into his 
mission some highly trained and capable strategists, scientists and techni- 
cians, bringing with them model ships as well as telescopes and other 
astronomical instruments to demonstrate Britain's national strength and 
technology, and some gifts including textile products for use in trade 
promotion. To give the Chinese Government no chance to refuse the presence 
of the British envoy, the British ruling clique, after concocting a plan 
with Macartney, decided to take the extending of birthday congratulations 

to the Chinese emperor Qianlong as a pretext to bring the letter from the 
king of England to Emperor Qianlong. 


‘he ruling clique of the Qing Dynasty attached great importance to the first 
visit of the British envoy to China. Emperor Qianlong gave repeated 
instructions and clearly laid down specific regulations regarding the recep- 
tion of the British envoy. Among his instructions, he set forth the principle 
that "in receiving guests from afar, we should pay attention to spending 
moderately, neither lavishly nor frugally, and behaving with self-respect, 
neither obsequiously nor arrogantly." ("Events During the Reign of Emperor 
Qianlong," 6th lunar month of 58th year) He pointed out: "In giving 
receptions, we should not be extravagant...nor should we overstress frugality. 
Otherwise, we will be looked down upon by our guests." He also criticized 

the phenomena of "either not going far enough or going too far" in receiving 
foreign envoys. He said: 'We should neither trifle with the matter nor put 
undue stress on it." (Ibid, 2d lunar month of 58th year) He also set forth 
regulations governing the contacts of Chinese local officials with the 

British diplomatic officials. He called for respecting foreign customs. 

He said: "If a foreign envoy wants to perform the kowtow to a Chinese 
official in an interview, the latter should not refuse to accept the kowtow. 
However, if the envoy does not perform the kowtow, the Chinese official should 
not force him to do so but should accord with the foreign customs. The 
Chinese officials should see to it that receptions for foreign envoys should 
not be too extravagant, otherwise they will look down on us." (Ibid, 6th 
lunar month of 58th year) Obviously, these principles regarding the recep- 
tion of foreign envoys as laid down by the Qing Government reflected the 
Chinese nation's tradition of being hospitable to guests and maintained the 


dignity of the state and nation. 


fhe Macartney mission set sail from Portsmouth, Britain, on 26 September 1792. 
After crossing the Atlantic, the Indian Ocean and the South China Sea, 

it sailed northward along the coasts of Zhejiang and Shandong provinces and 
landed at Dagu on 5 August 1793. Its real purpose was, as stated in the 
British Government's instructions to Macartney, to turn "the extensive empire" 
of China "into a market for our goods manufactured at home and in India and 

to promote sales of these goods, so as to create a financial source of not 
less than 1.4 million pounds needed every year to be invested in Europe." 
("Trade Chronicle of East India Company" by Marsh, English version, Vol 2, 

pp 232-233) Of course, Macartney, who had rich experience, would not disclose 








this purpose before being given an audience with Emperor Qianlong. He 
imposed harsh disciplinary regulations on the members of his mission, in 
order to change the bad impression made by the British people's irregu- 
larities in Guangzhou among the Chinese officials in the capital. He also 
laid down this rule: "The special envoy will absolutely not beg for mercy 
from the Chinese Government on behalf of any member of the mission who has 
offended the Chinese people or violated Chinese law." ("British Envoy's 
Audience With Emperor Qianlong," translated by Ye Duyi, pp 237-238) 


On 14 September 1793 (10th day of 8th lunar month of 58th year of the reign 
of Emperor Qianlong), Emperor Qianlong received British envoy Macartney at 
the Wanshu Garden in the Chengde summer house (the emperor's temporary 
abode). After that, the British envoy attended the activities celebrating 
Qianlong's 83rd birthday. Although Macartney held talks on many occasions 
in Chengde with He Kun, an influential official of the Qing Government, 

he did not disclose Britain's real purpose. It was not until he returned 
to Beijing that he officially put forth Britain's demands. However, being 
well prepared, the Qing Government expeditiously gave the British envoy 

a definite answer. The main contents of the answer were as follows: 


1) Britain demanded that China designate one of the Zhoushan Islands and a 
place near the city of Guangzhou to be used by Britain as places of resi- 
dence. The Qing Government resolutely rejected this demand which openly 
infringed on China's territorial integrity. It said: China "solemnly 
upholds its territorial integrity. Even an island or a sandbank must be 
clearly demarcated and subjects to Chinese jurisdiction." '"Such a demand 


should in no circumstances be granted." 


2) Britain demanded that Ningbo, Zhoushan and Tianjin be opened for foreign 
trade, warehouses be built in Beijing and British people be allowed to do 
missionary work in various parts of China. The Qing Government held that 
these demands jeopardized China's sovereignty, were "impracticable" and 
should "in no way be permitted." 


3) Britain demanded that only a small tax or no tax at all be levied on 
British goods shipped to areas along inland rivers ranging from Guangzhou 

to Macao. The Qing Government expressed that "taxes should be levied fairly, 
according to law and as on goods from other countries." 


4) Britain demanded that a permanent mission be allowed to stay in Beijing. 
Ihe Qing Government rejected this demand, dismissing it as "simply impossible." 
The Qing Government's attitude of resolutely rejecting Britain's demands 
doubtlessly comprised factors of "closing the country to international 
exchange" and of arrogance as expressed in Qianlong's edict pointing out 
that "our celestial empire possesses all things in prolific abundance" and 
has no need of "exchange'' of goods with foreign countries. ("Events During 
the Reign of Emperor Qianlong," 8th lunar month of 58th year) However, the 
principal aspect of this attitude was entirely correct in that the demands 
of the British bourgeoisie for aggression and expansion were rejected and 
China's territorial integrity and sacred sovereignty defended. As pointed 
out by Comrade Hu Sheng, "It is wrong to regard" the Qing Government's 
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foreign policy and trade system during the 18th century "merely as a backward 
policy of closing the country to the outside world and to deny that they 
played a role in achieving national self-defense." (Hu Sheng: ''From the 
Opium War to the May 4th Movement," Vol 1, p 21) With regard to the Qing 
Government's rejecting Britain's demand for sending a permanent mission to 
Beijing, we should see that this attitude was understandable since Britain 
had put forth many demands aimed at infringing on China, and when we take 

the conditions of international communications at that time into account. 


After rejecting the British envoy's "presumptuous demands," the Qing Govern- 
ment's ruling clique reciprocated his good wishes by giving many presents to 
the members of the mission sent by the king of England and the British 
sailors. At the same time, it turned down his request to stay in Beijing, 
and demanded that he immediately depart for home. It also instructed the 
local officials to downgrade the receptions for him on his return trip. 

In other words, when the British envoy passed through a province, ‘the 
governor should only send his aide as an escort and there is no need for him 
to give a reception in person. The British envoy should be provided with 
rations and other necessities for his sea voyage, and this should be done 
according to usual practice. He should not be treated with etiquette above 
the norm. If he tries to find excuses to extend his stay, the official 
escorting him should give a stern rebuff and urge him to continue his 
journey according to schedule and must not allow it to drag on. The governor 
should make a list of the things regarding reception, supplies and transport, 
so that the local officials and the official escorting the British envoy 

may act accordingly." ("Events During the Reign of Emperor Qianlong," 8th 
lunar month of 58th year) 


On the other hand, the Qing Government heightened its vigilance against 
Britain. Emperor Qianlong gave instructions on three occasions, telling 
leading officials, both civilian and military, in coastal areas to "take 
necessary precautions." First of all, he pointed out that Britain, "failing 
to attain its purpose, might nurse a grievance and, taking advantage of its 
being situated far away from China, might find excuses to make trouble," 

and might possibly "carry out minor harassing activities in Macao."' He 
ordered that the newly-appointed governor general of Guangdong-Guangxi and 
the military governor of Guangdong should, before the British envoy returned 
to Guangzhou, work together to explain to the foreign merchants and mission- 
aries in Guangzhou and Macao the Qing Government's policy toward Britain and 
to understand their activities, so as to "make them keep their minds on 
their work" instead of collaborating with tine British Government. ("Events 
During the Reign of Emperor Qianlong," 8th lunar month of 58th year) Soon 
after that, he issued an edict pointing out that Britain "is more intrepid 
than other western countries and it is reported that merchant ships of 
various western countries have often been ransacked at sea.'' He ordered 

the leading officials in coastal areas to "take necessary precautions." 
"This matter has been constantly on my mind," he said. (Ibid, 8th lunar 
month of 58th year) Later, he issued another edict, further pointing out 
that "judging by that country's presumptuous demands, we can see that it has 
evil intentions on us. Therefore, we should carefully draw a plan and take 
precautions. The coastal provinces should pay particular attention to this 











matter.'' He criticized the "recent negligence of patrol and lack of disci- 
pline." He ordered that "efforts must be made to boost the morale and to 

take precautions against danger.'' As for the islands near Zhejiang, Ningbo, 
Zhoushan and Macao, "the actual conditions should be taken into considera- 

tion and measures adopted beforehand" to prevent "secret occupation" by the 
3ritish people. ''The governors general and military governors of these 
provinces are ejoined to order their men to seriously carry out patrols and 
take strict precautions at the ports. If there are ships from that country 
calling at the ports of Tianjin and Ningbo under the pretext of doing business, 
their sailors should in no circumstances be allowed to disembark and these 
ships should be ordered to leave at once and driven out back to the sea. 

If they refuse to leave, there is no harm in intimidating them by resorting 

to force of arms so that they will be struck with awe. Moreover, preventive 
measures should be taken on Miaodao Island in Shandong, in the waters off 
Fujian and Taiwan where that envoy had anchored his ships, and along the sea 
channel from Zhejiang to Guangdong, so as to guard against crafty plots. 

The governors general and military governors of these provinces should under- 
stand my wishes and work secretly and concertedly with the commanders of the 
ravy there to fortify the coastal towns.... I have taken this matter to 
heart and now give my instructions in advance. I hope this will not happen.' 
(Ibid, 9th lunar month of 58th year) From these imperial edicts, people can 
see that after rejecting the British envoy's "presumptuous demands," the 

Qing Government did not sit back and relax but adopted essential precautions. 
Emperor Qianlong was already 83 years of age at that time. His sober atti- 
tude toward Britain was highly commendable. 


The mission led by British envoy Macartney returned to England in September 
1794. His assistant Stanton said that a new and delicate task had been 
accomplished for the country in almost 2 years and "the things which all 
members came into contact with and observed have left unprecedented, 
indelible, delightful impressions on their minds." ("British Envoy's 

Audience With Emperor Qianlong " translated by Ye Duyi, p 536) This reflected 
that the reception given by the Qing Government to the British mission had 
been basically successful. The “new and delicate" task which he claimed the 
mission had accomplished had failed if it me>nt further opening the Chinese 
market. In his book on Macartney's mission to China, an employee of the East 
india Company commented that Macartney received "the most courteous greetings, 
the warmest reception, the most vigilant surveillance and the most civilized 
deportation." His comment was not unreasonable. 


Of course, in its visit to China, the British mission failed to collect any 
information about China for use in the ignominious opium war launched by 
Britain afterward. However, the books published by the members of the 
British mission when they were back in England gave the European people an 
account of China. These books should be duly affirmed.

[Text] As people of the whole province are striding into the new year and 
creating a new situation in all fields of socialist modernization, gratifying 
news has been spread in Wenjiang Prefecture: The prefectural CPC Committee 
and commissioner's office have decided that they will raise educational funds 
to the sum of 30 million yuan to improve conditions for running schools and 
developing educational undertakings throughout the prefecture. This is a 
valuable measure for intellectual investment, from which comrades concerned 
in various localities throughout the province will gain a good deal of 
beneficial enlightenment. 


Running educational undertakings effectively and continuously enhancing the 
educational, scientific and technological level of all the people is not 
only an important condition for ensuring the building of spiritual civiliza- 
tion needed in the modernization drive, but also an important element for 
the building of socialist spiritual civilization. Since the third plenary 
session of the 11th CPC Central Committee, the CPC Central Committee has 
attached importance to the development of educational undertakings.

5-year plan. However, due to the restriction of the state financial 
resources, at present it is impossible for the state to highly increase 
educational funds. The commendable act taken by the Wenjiang Prefecture is 
that after realizing the present poor conditions for developing education, 
prefectural leading comrades have done everything possible to raise funds 
locally without leaning on or asking help from the upper levels. The 
prefecture has decided to allot more than 30 million yuan for improving 
conditions in schools.

[f various localities throughout the province do as the prefecture has done, 
the parents of students, teachers and people of the whole society will be 
nappy. What a magnificent thing this is! 


Some comrades have always thought that it is a formidable task to grasp 
industrial and agricultural production, whereas it is an "easy task" to 
develop education. They have regarded educational departments as "consumer 
departments." They are willing to invest in the development of industry and 
agriculture, but they begrudge making intellectual investment or spending 
money on educational undertakings. It is, of course, necessary to invest 

in industrial and agricultural construction. However, we should not separate 
economic construction from educational undertakings. Let us take our rural 
areas as an example. To develop agriculture, we should rely on policies 
and sciences. Following the implementation of the contract responsibility 
system which links remuneration to output, peasants badly need to master 
modern scientific and technological knowledge in order to develop the range 
and quality of production. Under the present new situation, it will not do 
to rely on those "layman experts" and a small number of people who have 
mastered scientific and technological knowledge alone. We should enhance 
the scientific and technological level of the broad masses of peasants, 
effectively run schools in the rural areas and train a great number of 
talented personnel for agricultural construction. In this sense, if we fail 
to resolve to make intellectual investigation and run educational under- 
takings well, the development of agriculture will be adversely affected.

[Text] Editor's note: When working out its agricultural development plan, 
Huaiyin Prefecture, Jiangsu Province, has added to it an important measure 
on increasing investment in intellectual education and accelerating the 
reform and development of rural education. This is a good measure. 


Without correct policies and the development of science and education, 
agriculture cannot be developed. Now, people have attached more importance 

to the implementation of policies, and this must be continued. However, 

quite a few leading cadres still have not attached enough importance to the 
development of science and education. They still regard education as a 

kind of "soft task" which is not indispensable, and have not paid enough 
attention to it when firmly grasping the development of economy. If education 
is not developed and no progress is made in science and technology, it will 

Se impossible for agriculture to greatly develop in the future. Therefore, 

it is necessary to emphasize the role of science, technology and education. 

We suggest that various localities learn from Huaiyin Prefecture and include 
the plan for the development of rural education in their agricultural develop- 
ment plans so that education can be conscientiously promoted. [End editor's 


note ] 


Huaiyin Prefecture, Jiangsu Province, has included an important item on 
increasing investment in intellectual education and accelerating the reform 
and development of rural education in its agricultural development plan. 


The plan stipulates: 


1. Strive to make primary education universal in the countryside, and junior 
secondary education universal in towns and cities by the year 1985; at the 
same time, grasp preschool education well. Every brigade must have a class 
for preschool children and every key primary school must run an attached 
kindergarten. During the “seventh 5-year plan" period, more than 90 percent 











of the children of school age must be in school and more than 85 percent of 
them must be qualified students. 


2. Do a good job in the reform of the secondary educational structure and 
run various kinds of agricultural and professional secondary schools. By 

the year 1985, 77 agricultural and professional secondary schools will be 
rebuilt or established, at an average of 5 for each county. The number of 
students enrolled in these schools must be equal to that of the ordinary 
secondary schools. Professional classes will be established in some ordinary 
senior secondary schools. In junior secondary schools in the countryside, 
the students will be given lessons in agricultural technology, and in the 
secondary schools in towns and cities, students will be given lessons in 


working techniques. 


3. Promote spare-time cultural and technological education for the peasants. 
By the year 1986, the illiteracy now existing among 810,000 young and 
middle-aged people must be eliminated group after group and by stage. All 
‘ommunes and brigades must widely establish spare-time technical schools for 
peasants and, through various channels, such as short-term training, TV 
universities, correspondence schools, broadcasting and so forth, organize 
junior and senior secondary school graduates who have returned to the 
countryside to study agricultural science and technology so that they reach 
the level of junior peasant technicians. 


4. Actively create conditions for establishing agricultural and industrial 
professional schools and teachers’ colleges at the prefectural level, and 
expand the scope of prefectural agricultural, financial, electronic technical 
schools and other technical secondary schools. In the next 5 years, it is 
necessary that the agricultural science station in each commune is assigned 
one university graduate, two technical secondary school graduates and three 


peasant technicians. 


In order to fulfill this plan, the prefectural CPC Committee and administra- 
tive office decided to give wide publicity to the importance of knowledge, 
intellectuals and educational work, to further carry out the policy on 
intellectuals and effectively improve the economic and political treatment of 
the teachers, to grasp well the professional training for the teachers and 

to train more teachers in a planned way for the professional classes in 
technical schools. They also decided to increase the investment in education. 
Beginning next year, except for the educational funds assigned by the state, 
1/3 of the local funds, instead of the present 10 percent, will be devoted 


to education.

‘Text] After the central authorities and the province repeatedly stressed 
the need to strictly prohibit freely occupying farmland and illegally 
building housing, and especially after Yi Xiancai, chairman of the Standing 
Committee of Leshan City People's Congress and deputy secretary of the city 
CPC Committee, was punished for illegally building housing and removed from 
office, Comrade Liu Xiangru, secretary of the Jingyan County CPC Committee, 
continued to do as he pleased. He abused his position to serve private ends. 
He was relieved of his post as a punishment. The serious handling of people 
who defy the law is the very desire of the people and the party. This is 
highly necessary in rectifying the party work style and strengthening party 
tiscipline. 


Since the CPC Committee and the people's government of the province handed 
flown documents on the problem of building housing, many areas in our province 
nave acted with enthusiasm and taken effective measures to correct the 
unhealthy practice of cadres using authority to serve private ends and to 
illegally build housing.

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TIANJIN MAYOR LI RUIHUAN ON POPULATION CONTROL

[Text] Tianjin, 19 Jan (XINHUA)--Contrasting Tianjin with the nation, 
Tianjin Mayor Li Ruihuan has put forward concrete measures for the control 
of population growth. At the press conference held by the municipal people's 
government several days ago, Li Ruihuan said: Tianjin's population density 
is now five times the national figure. On average, a baby is born in every 
4 minutes. The rapid population growth has greatly hampered economic 
development and city construction, and has lowered the people's living 
standards. For example, in the early days after liberation, the average 
living area for each person was 3.7 square meters. Since liberation, the 
people's government has vigorously built housing for the people, doubling 
the total living area compared with pre-liberation days. Particularly 

since the third ple .ary session of the llth CPC Central Committee, the 
people's government has exerted strenuous efforts to solve the people's 
housing problem. However, due to fast population growth, the average living 
area for each person rose only by 0.1 square meter at the end of 1981. 
Therefore, to strictly control population growth is a pressing task. 


Li Ruihuan announced a decision adopted by the municipal government. Any 
married woman, 25 years of age or older, who gives birth to her first child 
will be given 90 days of maternity leave with pay from now on instead of 

56 days as in the past. A monthly child health subsidy of 5 yuan will be 
paid to any single child who holds the "certificate of only child." 
Preferential treatment will be given to only children to enter nurseries, 
receive medical care and use hospital facilities. 


Li Ruihuan emphatically pointed out: Party members and CYL members, 
particularly party cadres, must be severely punished if they violate the 
birth control measures.

-. Birth control measures must be implemented according to quantitative and 
qualitative requirements. The current emphasis should be on sterilizing 
two-child couples still capable of reproducing. 


3}. Positive measures should be taken to increase the birthrate of first 
born. The policy of encouraging each couple to have one child is a state 
policy, and no wavering is permitted in implementing it. Successful examples 
in various areas should be summed up and publicized. Party members, CYL 
members and cadres should take the lead in implementing this policy. Office 
cadres, staff and workers, except those in special circumstances, must all 
get a one-child certificate. If they refuse to apply for a one-child 
certificate, their pay adjustments will be temporarily delayed, and wages 
withheld during the delay period will not be reissued. 


4, Carry out thorough and meticulous ideological education. Allow trained 
propaganda personnel to freely play their role. They should visit every 
village and family to carry out face-to-face propaganda work.

The natural rate of the increase of population in the whole province has 
decreased from 26.4 per 1,000 people in 1973 to 16.7 per 1,000 people in 

1981. In just the 3 years from 1979 to 1981 there were 760,000 fewer babies 
born. The « erage natural birth rate of increase in the 3 years was 14.02 
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per 1,000 people. From the years 1974 to 1981 there were a total of 1,230,000 
fewer babies born, yet there is still a long way to meet the demand of the 
Central Committee, and the task we are facing remains hard. According to 

the general demand of the whole country and the reality of Yunnan, the 
population of our province should be limited to within 40 million people by 
the end of this century, that is to say, in the next 18 years it is necessary 
to restrict the net increase of population to within 7,380,000 people.

Between China's Family Planning and Malthusianism"] 


[Text] Xu Dixin, the well-known economist, recently said that the national 
policy of family planning in China is fundamentally different from old and 
new Malthusianism on its basic point. Malthus attributed the poverty and 
unemployment of the laboring masses in a capitalist society to the speed of 
population growth (the geometric progression), which, in his opinion, 
greatly exceeded any increase of the means of subsistence (the arithmetic 
progression). Thus, he held that in order to control the gorwth of popu- 
lation, there should be "evils and poverty" (including plagues, war and 
famine). The laborers who were unable to bring up children should not marry. 
The only difference between the old and new Malthusianism is that the latter 
advocates birth control by means of late marriage and contraception. 


On some concrete measures (such as advocating late marriage and contracep- 
tion), there is no difference between what we believe and new Malthusianism. 
But our basic viewpoint is entirely different from it. 


1. They hold that the law governing population mentioned by Malthus is the 
law of all societies, but we hold that it is shaped by the inherent contra- 
dictions of the capitalist mode of production. 


2. They attribute the "excess of population” in a capitalist society to 


the "irresponsible reproduction" of the laboring people, but we hold that 
this is a result of the capitalist system and that those who have power and 


influence should be held responsible for it. 


3. Their proposition of population and birth control is aimed at prolonging 
the exploitation of labor by capital, but our aim is to make population 
growth suit the socialist economy so that the increase of socialist accumu- 
lation can benefit improving the people's livelihood. 


+. In theory, they are also wrong, because they are talking about the rela- 
tions between population and means of subsistence, regardless of social 
systems. However, our family planning is carried out under the socialist 
public ownership system. So we are able to make production suit socail needs 
and make population growth suit the growth of the means of subsistence.

"WEN HUI BAI’ ARTICLE DEFENDS HUMANISM

[Text] A shadow, the shadow of humanism, has loomed large among China's 
intellectual circles. 


Over the past 3 years more than 400 articles on the subject of "humanity" 
have been published. A considerable number of these articles have probed 
into Marxist humanism. More and more literary and art creations either are 
concerned with the fate of human beings or reflect a strong human touch and 
humanism flavors. In my opinion, this intense interest in the question of 
humanity not only represents a reaction to the 10 years of domestic turmoil, 
but also reflects a certain longing in this new period to build a highly 
civilized and highly democratic socialist society. In the process, some 
erroneous tendencies have emerged; and, of course, they should be discussed, 
criticized and corrected. However, some comrades with good intentions are 
totally opposed to any slogans on humanism and have regarded them as heresy. 


Their arguments mainly are: 

That humanism is a bourgeois ideology; 

that the humans referred to in humanism are abstract beings; and 

that humanism was long ago criticized and discarded by Marx. 

With these arguments, they have set Marxism against humanism, instead of 


setting Marxist himauism against bourgeois humanism, and have negated 
humanism altogether, instead of negating only a certain kind of humanism. 


Therefore, I want to speak up in defense of humarrtsm-tr-gererat and Marxist 
humanism in particular. 


What Is Humanism? 


"Humanism is a bourgeois ideology"--if this statement is intended to mean 
that humanism used to be a bourgeois ideology, then it is an objective 
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historical fact, and no debate is warranted here. However, if the statement 
is intended to mean that humanism can only be a bourgeois ideology, the 
statement is questionable. The two different implications should not be 
confused with each other, since no such second implication can be deduced 
from the first one. 


Materialism also used to be an ideology of the bourgeoisie (even the slave- 
owning and feudalist classes), yet that fact did not stop materialism from 
becoming the proletariat's world outlook. True, Marxist materialism is 

poles apart from materialism of the old school. But the difference is between 
one school of materialism and other schools of materialism, not the difference 
between materialism and idealism. 


Can we apply this same logic to humanism? 


[t depends on how one defines "humanism." If one's concept of humanism must 
necessarily have something to do with the bourgeoisie's class nature (such 
as the concept of "individualism"), then this type of humanism can only be 

a bourgeois ideology. 


What is humanism? "Humanism" was introduced to China from the outside 
world. In our country, a considerable number of people have only vague and 
inaccurate ideas about its implications. These people have formed their 
attitude toward humanism based on their own concept of humanism. Of course, 
there are many schools of humanism, with each having its own definition of 
humanism. However, there are generally accepted definitions. Now let me 
quote a few passages from books of authority: 


"Eneyclopaedia Britannica" (15th edition, 1974) says: Humanism is "the 
ittitude of mind which attaches primary importance to man and his values, 
often regarded as the characteristic attitude of the renaissance." 


the 1972 U.S. edition of "Encyclopaedia of Philosophy" edited by P. Edward 
states: ‘Humanism was a philosophical and literary movement originating in 
italy during the second half of the 14th century. It later spread to other 
countries in Europe and became an element of modern culture. Humanism also 
refers to any philosophy which acknowledges human value and dignity, uses 
man as a measure of everything or regards human nature and its scope and 
interests as a subject for study in a certain way." 


fhe 1974 edition of "Bol'shaya Sovetskaya Entsikolopediya" states: Humanism 
is "an ideological system which constantly changes according to historical 
development. This system acknowledges the value of man himself and acknow- 











ledges that man has right to freedom and happiness as well as the right to 
manifest and express his abilities." 


these definitions are all very similar. In short, the term "humanism" 
originally referred to the thinking of the renaissance (this is humanism in 
its narrow sense); now, it broadly refers to all concepts or philosophical 
concepts whose main themes are mankind, human values, human dignity, human 
interests or happiness, and human development or freedom (and this humanism 
in its broad sense is what is to be discussed in this article). 











The discussion of an issue should not begin by discussing its concept. 

But we do not intend to begin by discussing a concept, we only wanted to 
clarify what our topic of discussion is; and it is another matter as to how 
humanism is to be evaluated. As I see it, certain comrades who kave 
fundamentally rejected humanism might have been misled by erroneous concepts 
of humanism. Humanism is an ideology with a long history. It has existed 

in the West for at least 600 years. After the renaissance, there was the 
humanism of the enlightenment, the humanism of utopian socialism, Feuerbach's 
humanism and many other descriptions of humanism. This is a historical fact. 
The concept of "humanism" is drawn from this objective fact and is not 
casually shaped in someone's mind. The reason why so many schools of thought 
have been identified as "humanist" is because they have a common principle 
which, to put it simply, is the principle of human value; this is the same 
reason why many philosophic schools of thought have been identified as 
"materialist" because they acknowledge the "principle of material first." 
Different humanisms may have vast differences in their understanding of the 
meaning of human value, but as long as they all attach great importance to 
human value, the difference is only a difference between one humanism and 
another, and not a difference between humanism and inhumanism or antihumanism. 


After clarifying the meaning of humanism, the issue that we have just discussed 
can be summarized as: Is it not that only the bourgeoisie attaches great 
importance to human value? In other words, is it not that Marxism attaches 


no importance to human value? 


“he term "human value" may be strange to many comrades, but the following 
quote of Comrade Mao Zedong is familiar to everybody: "Of all things in 

the world, people are the most precious." Has this not reaffirmed people's 
value, and even their highest value? True, Comrade Mao Zedong did not use 
the term "human value," but this is only a different way of expression. 

In this article, we will also point out that Marx used the term “human value’ 
in a positive manner on many occasions, so it is not a term peculiar only 


to the bourgeoisie. 


The reason why many comrades treat "human value" sceptically is because they 
feel this term shows a tint of individualism. They feel that approval of 
"human value" is the same as approval of "individual value;"' and whenever 
"individual value" is mentioned, they associate it with individualism. 


Approval of "human value" is not the same as approval of individualism, in 
the same way that approval of the saying "people are the most precious" 
does not mean approval of individualism. In the historical development 

of humanism, there were indeed various forms of humanism with the stamp of 
individualism, but humanism has also appeared in the form of fraternity and 
altruism. Feuerbach advocated universal love among people and his humanism 
opposes egoism. On the other hand, Max Stirner, a contemporary of Feuerbach 
and the initiator of anarchism and egoism, resolutely opposed humanism. 
This shows that humanism does not necessarily identify with individualism. 
Moreover, ‘individual value" is also not the same as individualism. We do 
advocate collectivism, which is the antithesis of individualism but not the 
antithesis of the correctly understood individual value. A collective is

composed of individuals; if each individual, or the majority of individuals, 


in a collective is valueless, then this collective is nothing but an illusory 
and fragmented collective (a bourgeois state is such a collective) which 
Marx denounced. Of course, the value of an individual can only be realized 


within a collective. 

Those comrades who assert that “humanism" can only be "bourveois stuff," 
have overlooked the fact that despite the criticism of humanism in our 
country ever since the early 1960's, the concept has never been totally 
given up as dead. Even during the 10 years of domestic turmoil when ultra- 
leftist ideological trends were rampant, to everyone's surprise, the slogan 
"heal the wounded and rescue the dying, practice revolutionary humanism" 
could still be seen in the hospitals. If we admit that chere is indeed such 
a thing as revolutionary humanism, then there is no reason for us to say 
that humanism is a bourgeois world outlook, or tha’ humanism is a bourgeois 
monopoly. 


Some comrades may say: True, we did use the slogan “revolutionary humaniso," 
but it was only intended for limited uses such as healing the wounded, 
rescuring the dying and giving lenient treatment to prisoners of war; and 

in any case, the scope of the implications and application of humanism 

should not be extended, nor should humanism be incorporated in to the 

Marxist theoretical system or applied to socialist practices 


in my opinion, here is precisely where the problem lies. in our modern world, 
healing the wounded, rescuing the dying and giving lenient treatment to 
prisoners of war are internationally recognized norms. The ‘Red Cross," 


t 
in which the Red Cross Society of China participates, is an international 


‘rganization for rescue and relief work. The 1949 "Geneva Treaty" also 
tipulates that prisoners of war should be given humane treatment. Despite 
the continuous occurence of violations of these norms, the offenders are 
in general denounced by international public opinion, and serious cases have 
heen brought to and dealt with by the United Nations. I[f we limit the meaning 
and application of "revolutionary humanism" to such a narrow scope, then 
there would hardly be any difference between “revolutionary humanism" and 
urzeois humanism. The justification for humanism to be called “revolu- 
tionarv" should not be merely because it calls for humane treatment of the 
wounded and prisoners of war, but mainly because it recognizes and brings 
ont Suman value by means of revolutionary methods. There was once a popular 
Till the land for the revolution, do manual labor for the revolution, 
ork for the revolution. But what is revolution for? Revolution is a 
means, not an end. We work for socialism and communism, for the interests 
ind welfare of the people and for the liberation of all mankind. This 
ought to be the meaning of revolutionary humanism. 


Regrettably, during the "cultural revolution" we set "revolution" against 


"humanism" as a whole and believed that since humanism was not revolutionary, 
the revolution had no use for humanism. Consequently, those ‘capitalist 
roaders,” "revisionist elements" and "monsters and demons’ were deprived 


even of the humane treatment given to prisoners of war. 








Another reason for people to regard humanism as merely a bourgeois ideology 
is because they think that humanism merely opposes feudalism. 


fhe truth is that in history, humanism played a role not only in opposing 
feudalism but in opposing capitalism as well. More, the British originator 
of utopian socialism during the renaissance, was also a humanitarian. 
Enlightened thinkers of the 18th century French bourgeoisie advanced and 
based their slogans "freedom" and "equality" on humanism to oppose feudalism. 
Armed with these slogans, British and French utopian socialists of the 19th 
century turned their guns on capitalism. They exposed the hvpocritical nature 
of the bourgeoisie's so-called "freedom" and "equality" and advertised that 

a truly free, equal and humanistic society was one of socialism. As Engels 
said in his "Socialism From Utopia to Scientific Development,'' modern 
socialism, “in its theoretical form, first appeared as a further and seemly 
more thorough development of the various principles advancing the great 
enlightened French scholars of the 18th century touching on the relationship 
between French materialism [and] utopian socialism of the 18th century." 

‘Marx said in his work "The Sacred Clan" that (?Fourier), (?Hebert), (Dasami) 
and (Gayer) all “regarded and developed the materialist theory as a logical 
basis for realizing the theory of humanism and communism." 


Now, what other reasons are there for anyone to say that humanism can only 
be the ideology of the bourgeoisie? 


Opponents may argue: Granted that this is true; granted that humanism 

has played a role in opposing capitalism. But is it not a fact that the 
utopian socialist humanism was proved useless? Is it not that we now have 
a better weapon--Marxism? Did not Marx come up with his own scientific 
socialist theory only after he criticized Feuerbach's humanism? 


Marx did criticize Feuerbach's humanism. However, I believe he did not 
completely repudiate humanism but, rather, developed it to a new stage. 

[this is like his criticism of Feuerbach's materialism. He did not completely 
repudiate materialism but, rather, he developed Feuerbach's intuitional 
materialism into practical materialism. 


Feuerbach stated that "humanity is man's essence in its highest form." 
Ihis exposition is generally taken as the typical expression of Feuerbach's 
humanist thinking. Let us study this exposition. 


"Humanity is man's essence in its highest form" is directed at religion. 

in his book, "The Essence of Christianity," Feuerbach repudiated the theo- 

logical view that "God is the essence of man," pointing out that "the essence 

of God is but the essence of man."" He believed: It is not that God created 

man, but man created God. Man endowed God with his own intrinsic quality 

and then turned around and fell on his knees, belittling man's value and 

believing that God was on a higher plane. This is alienation, the alienation 
’ the essence of man. Thus, the statement that "humanity is the essence of 

man is an affirmation of human value and dignity. 














Engels said: "The quality intrinsic to man is greater and loftier than the 
quality of all sorts of imagined 'gods.' This is because 'God' is a much 
blurred and distorted image of man himself."' (The Complete Wo 

and Engels, Vol I, p 651) This may be regarded as the explanotion of 
"humanity is the essence of man."" In this sense, Feuerbach's exposition 
that "humanity is the essence of man" is correct. The problem is that 
Feuerbach regarded man as something abstract; and ne considered reason, 
will and love the essence of man. Hence, he said: “If the quality intrinsic 
to man is the essence of man in its highest form, then the supreme and 
fundamental law should be man's love of man."' Thus, it became an empty and 
powerless teaching of love. 


However, the proposition "humanity is man's essence in its highest form" is 
not necessarily linked with the "religion of '-ve.'' The key is: What is 
the essence of man? Using Feuerbach's proposition, Marx further elaborated 
on it and arrived at a different conclusion. He said: ‘The criticism of 
religion will ultimately lead to the theory that humanity is the essence of 
man in its highest form and, accordingly, to this absolute command: All 
kinds of relationship that make man the target of humiliation, enslavement, 
abandonment and spite must be overthrown. Nothing has more vividly portrayed 
this relationship than the cry of a Frenchman in response to the dog-rearing 
tax that was under consideration. He cried: ‘Poor dogs! Now you are going 
to be treated like men!'" 


Religion certainly belittles the value of man, but is it religion alone that 
belittles man's value? Besides, how did religious alienation occur? Why 

is it that man needs the opiate of religion? It is because tne real world 
is a world of misery and alienation where men's value is even less than that 
of a dog and, therefore, man needs religion to poison himself and to seek 
comfort from illusion. To arrive at a true explanation of the origin of 
religion, it is necessary to understand man in the rea! world. 'Man is not 
something abstract that lives outside the world. Man is the world, the 
country and society. The world outlook was turned upside down with the 
appearance of religion in the nation and society, because religions themselves 
are a world turned upside down." With the exposure of religious alienation, 
the historical task moved to the exposure of the alienation of real life. 
“Thus, criticism of the kingdom of God became criticism of the secular world, 
criticism of religion became criticism of law and criticism of theology 
became criticism of politics." In short, it became criticism of all kinds 

of social relationships and all forms of alienation that subjected man to 
humiliation, enslavement, abandonment and spite and that downgraded man to 
animals. Thus, since the alienations are not illusions in our mind but 
living realities, they cannot be overcome by the "weapon of criticism" alone. 
There is also a need of "criticism by weapon," that is, revolution. Who 

will carry out this revolution? The revolution depends on a class upon 

which the inhuman conditions have reached their limits and the emancipation 
of which will come true only after the emancipation of the whole mankind. 


lhis class is the proletariat. 


[this is the thought expressed by Marx in “Introduction to 'A Critique of 


the Hegelian Method of Philosophy'" (1843). Marx proceeded from "humanity 
is man's essence in its highest form" to reach a revolutionary conclusion. 











Humanism has been linked to proletarian violent revolution. We should say 
that this is precisely revolutionary humanism or proletarian humanism. This 
clearly shows us that although Marx then considered himself to be of the 
Feuerbach school, he already had a critical reservation. His reservation did 
not concern whether or not one should acknowledge human value. It concerned 
how to understand human essence. 


Both Marx and Feuerbach put humanity in the highest position and disagree 
that there is a higher essence above humanity. However, what Feuerbach 
opposed was the unreal supra-human force in the field of ideology. Marx 

went fyrther to oppose all real social relations which denigrate humans into 
non-humans. Marx reached this revolutionary conclusion because he grasped 
the human, the human beings in the society. What he said in "Introduction"-- 
"Man is not something abstract that lives outside the world, and man is the 
world, the country and society,'"--was consistent with what he said later 

(in 1845) in "An Outline on Feuerbach"--"Human essence is not an abstract 
thing innate to an individual, and in fact it is the sum total of all social 
relations."' Neither of these two viewpoints deny that "humanity is man's 
essence in its highest form."' They only oppose treating human essence in 

an abstract way. Marx turned what Feuerbach described as the abstract human- 
being into real human-beings, social] human-beings. This does not signify 

a lowering of the human position and value at all. 


The theory of abstract human nature and the preaching of love are the 
fundamental weaknesses of Feuerbach's humanism. However, the weaknesses 

are not necessarily linked to the basic principle of humanism, just as direct 
perception and non-historicalness, being the primary weaknesses of Feuerbach's 
materialism, are not linked to the basic principle of materialisn. 


In 1844, Marx in "Manuscripts of Economic Philosophy" further developed the 
thought of "Introduction to ‘A Critique of the Hegelian Method of Philo- 
sophy'" and analyzed the alienation of labor. 


Marx pointed out: The production liife is the life of a species; and the 
characteristic of the human species is that his activities are free and 
conscious. This is the difference between human beings and animals. Never- 
theless, the alienated labor under the system of private ownership is forced 
labor which does not belong to the laborer, and which the laborer does to 
maintain his physical existence. Therefore, the alienated labor demotes 
human beings to animals. "The more a laborer creates value, the more he 
reduces and loses the value of himself."" ‘The more the laborers produce 
commodities, the more they themselves become cheap commodities." 


Marx condemned the bourgeoisie for "despising human beings.'"' He criticized 
bourgeois political economics for "viewing the laborers not as human beings," 
but “as working animals with only the most essential physical needs." Marx 


also criticized the reformist viewpoint. He held that the issue was not to 
raise wages and "give the slaves better rewards;"' it was to enable the 
laborers to "win human dignity and value." 











farx also pointed out: In capitalist society, "A non-human force rules 
everything, and this also ‘includes the capitalists." The befuddled and 
dissipated life led by the capitalists shows that they ‘-cgard human beings, 
including themselves, as valueless sacrifices," though "they have not yet 
realized that wealth is an entirely alien force above themseives.

Therefore, Marx emphasized: "The emancipation of laborers includ 
religions 


emancipation of all mankind." “Atheism is humanism with denial of 
as its medium; and communism is humanism with denial of private property 
as its medium." 


Of course, both "Introduction to ‘A Critique of the Heselian Method of 
Philosophy'' and "Manuscripts of Economic Philosophy" (1844) were written 
by Marx when he was young. Did he later abandon all the humanist thinking 


in them? 


fake the viewpoints on "human emancipation" and “emancipation or all mankind" 
for instance. Engels criticized utopians in "“Anti-Duehring' (Marx read and 
agreed with this book). Engels said: "None of them emerged as a repre- 
sentative of the interests of the proletariat which had already come into 
being then. They, Like the scholars who introduced the idea, did not want 


to first emancipate a certain class, but wanted to immediately emancipate 
all mankind." People think that this may be regarded as a self-criticism 

of Marx and Engels of their earlier thinking. 

In 1892, Engels said in the introduction to his eariy work "The Situation of 
the British Working Class" that an argument emphasized in tnat book was: 


“Communism is not simply a party doctrine of the working class, but also a 
theory whose ultimate purpose is to liberate the whole of society, including 
the capitalists, from the narrow sphere of the existing relations. Although 
this is correct in an abstract sense, not only is it useless, it may even 
he worse than useless, under most circumstances in practice. Since the 
propertied class does not feel any necessity to be liberated, and is doing 
all it can to oppose the self-liberation of the working class, the working 
lass must work alone to be prepared for and realize social revolution." 


lhese two passages are often quoted by the opponents. s&ut wiat did Engels 
really mean? What Engels denounced were those who assumed a supra-class 
stand with the "intention to liberate all mankind instantly.'' He believed 
that "a certain class must be liberated first," and that the working class 
‘must work alone to be prepared for and realize social revolution." Should 
the working class, then, liberate all mankind after it hus won the revolution 
and liberated itself? From what Engels said, a negative answer to this 
question can by no means be logically deduced. While the liberation of all 
mankind is the "ultimate goal," who is going to achieve this goal and whom 
is going to be liberated first, all mankind or the prolctariat: These are 
juestions concerning the motive force and stage of revolution. Engels never 
rejected the ultimate goal. He believed that "a certain class must be 
liberated first''--and this means that "all mankind should be liberated 


afterwara.” 











We should not quote Engels' remarks and use them as proof without keeping 
the reality in mind. [In China, it was not the working class alone which 
achieved the social revolution. Within the united front led by the working 
class were the peasantry, urban petite bourgeoisie, and even the national 
bourgeoisie. The national bourgeoisie, after accepting socialism transfor- 
mation, ceased to exist as such anc have become individual laborers who earn 
their own living. Thus, Engeis' early theory that "this is correct in an 
abstract sense" became a realistic truth in the Chinese revolution—-at least 
in certain fields. As for those who belonged to the reactionary ciasses, 

as long as they stopped acting as enemies of the people, the party adopted 
the policy of "providing them with an opportunity" so that they could reform 
themselves in the course of work and start a new life. 


Mao Zedong, while interpreting Marx's saying, stated: "The proletariat must 
emancipate not only itself, but all mankind. If it cannot emancipate all 
mankind, the proletariat cannot finally emancipate itself." Unfortunately, 
instead of following this principle, the "cultural revolution" resorted to 
"ruthless struggle" and “crushing the dogs heads." (More serious, of 
course, was the practice of taking enemies for comrades and comrades for 
enemies.) Today, wnile we are energetically carrying out communist educa- 
tion, how can we discard such a great ideal and vision? 


he opponents also constantly cite this quote of Lenin: "Socialist doctrines 
‘lourished specifically when they discarded the arguments about social 
conditions that conformed to human nature and began to materialistically 
analyze modern social relations and to explain the inevitability of the 
current exploitive system." ("Complete Works of Lenin," Vol I, p 165) 


enin was completely right. Socialists in the past did nothing but denounce 
the capitalist system's immorality and irrationality and advertise that the 
socialisc ideals and system conform to "human nature," and they failed to 
hart a real solution. This is why suck. socialism was nothing but utopian 
socialism. Guided by historical materialism, Marx expounded on the origin 
of the capitalist system and the inevitability that it will be transformed 
into a socialist system. He also pointed out that this transformation is 

a historical task of the proletariat; a socialist utopia was thus turned 


into a science. 


Resides, "discarding the arguments about socia! conditions that conform to 
human nature" does not mean discarding human value; and there is no contradic- 
tion between the basic principles of historical materialism and humanism. 

The dispute between historical idealism and historical materialism is whether 
history should be explained by numan nature or by economic development and 
class struggle, but this dispute does not involve the issue of human value. 

Of course, many humanists are historical idealists, but Marx only denounced 
their idealism and their bourgeois and petite bourgeois humanist ideas, and 
did not reject the basic principles of humanism. 


Socialism will replace capitalism. This is an objective law of history 
that is independent of man's will. However, the working class does nct obey 
objective laws passively like a rock. Engels said: ‘Engaged in the social 








ictivities in history were human beings who were fully conscious, who acted 

ut their thoughts and feelings and who pursued a goal." ("Selected Works 

»f Marx and Engels," Vol IV, p 243) The historical motive force that inspired 
the working class to rise up must have gone through their minds to become 


their will, ideal and passion. The law of social development contoms with 


the working class’ interests and aspirations as well as mankind's treedo 
ind happiness. The scientific theory and the concept of value is thereby 
ombined to furnish humanism with a historical materialist foundation. 

“Marx once criticized Hobbes" Leviathan as being "hostile toward man" because 

the latter regarded all human passion as mechanical movemeat (of "the 

noly family"). Marxist materialism does not antagonize man, nor does it 


ppose humanism. 


ike for instance "The Communist Manifesto," a typical, mature Marxist work. 
't criticizes the bourgeoisie for "turning man's dignity inte a value for 

change" and for "regarding interpersonal relationships as nothing but 
relationships of gains and losses and cruel and ruthless ‘cash transactions. 
‘In a bourgeois society, capital is independent and individualistic, but not 

e individuals in action." Workers are "but working tools."" Marx and 
rngels said: A communist society "will be an integrated entity where each 
nerson's free development is the condition for all people's free development.”

e aforementioned are not just isolated passages from the tvo works, but 
re important and basic ideas contained in the works. Here we can clearly 


ee that Marx always combined proletarian revolution and communism with man's 
alue, dignity, liberation, freedom and so on. This is the most thorough 
lumanism. There is no such thing as a distinction between the “humanitarian 

w = 


Marx" of the earlier stage and the "non-humanitarian Marx" of later life, as 
laimed by some Marxist researchers of the West. 


the 1844 "Manuscripts" Marx stated that his communist ideology was 
“practical humanism," "positive humanism" and "accomplished humanism. 
ven in his "Holy Family" he still described it as "genuine humanism." 


in 1845, however, Marx gave up this term. At that time he was debating with 














the young Hegelians who were following Feuerbach under the banner of “humanism.' 
He came to realize that communism should be an expression of the theory of 
practical class struggle, while those "genuine socialists" regarded it as 
the realization of abstract human demands or of the princizic of love. He 
deeply felt that a clear line of demarcation must be drawn between such an 
ideology and the new materialist historical viewpoint. In "German ideology" 
he said that he had previously used "customary philosophic terms such as 
‘the essence of human being" and ‘category’ and had thus afforded an oppor- 
tunity for the German theoreticians to misunderstand the real ideological 
process and to think that all this was but another form of the old theory 
like a reconditioned coat." Quite likely, it was out of the same considera- 
tion that he refrained from using the term "humanism." 


with regard to this question, I think that what we should look into at this 
time is the essence rather than the tern. 


Commenting on Feuerbach in "Ludwig Feuerbach and End of Classicial German 
Philosophy,’ Engels pointed out that his viewpoint was "pure materialism,’ 
but Feuerbach, himself, would not accept this. Why? Because prevailing at 
that time was the materialism advocated by (?Bischner), )?Fugart) and 
(?Morleyschault), who had inherited and vulgarized the mechanical materialism 
of the 18th century, and as a result the term materialism was not enjoying 
2ood fame. In this regard, Engels commented: "It was absolutely correct 
that Feuerbach refused to take respousibility for this kind of materialism, 
5ut he should not confuse the theory peddled by these advocates with general 
materialism."' Feuerbach's mistake was that "he confused materialism, which 
is a general world outlook based on a specific understanding of the rela- 
tionship between material and spirit, with a special manifestation of this 
world outlook at a specific historical stage, namely, the 18th century. 
Besides, he confused materialism itself with the superficial and vulgar 

form of materialism." As explained by Engels, the term materialism means 

111 schools of thought that “believe in nature as the origin." It has no 


other meanings apart from this. 


Likewise, we can say that the term "humanism" means all ideological systems 
ind tendencies founded on the principle of emphasizing the value of the 
.uman being. We should not confuse general humanism with its special form 
it a specific historical stage. It is understandable that Marx refrained 
from using the term "humanism" under the conditions in his tiem, but we need 
not do so at this time. While we cannot use humanism to cover Marxism as 

1 whole, Marxism does include humanism. Just as we advocate no forms of 
materialism other than Marxist materialism, we advocate no forms of humanism 
other than Marxist humanism (or socialist humanism, revolutionary humanism 
and so forth). Here the term "humanism" denotes its inheritance to the 
humanism in history, while the adjective "Marxist" (or socialist, revolutionary 
ind so forth) distinguishes it from other kinds of humanism. 


loday when we are proceeding with socialist modernization, we require socialist 
humanism. What does this kind of humanism mean to us? 











--It means resolutely discarding the "all-round dictatorship" and cruel 
struggle existing in the 10-year period of internal disorder, doing away with 
the personality cult which defies an individual and belittles t 

and upholding the principle that all men are equal before the truth and the 
law and that a citizens’ personal freedom and dignity are inviolable. 

--It means opposing the idea of feudal classes and privileges, capitalist 
worship of money and the practice of regarding man as a commodity or a pure 
tool. It requires that man be treated really as man, and that a person's 
value be assessed on the basis of the person himself, not on his family 
background, position or property. 


--It means recognition of the fact that the purpose of socialist production 
and all other work is to serve human beings. It is necessary to establish 
and develop a new type of social relations which reflect socialist spiritual 
civilization characterized by mutual respect, affection and assistance, as 
well as by friendship and cooperation. Bureaucracy, which ignores others, 
and ultra-individualism, which seeks personal benefits at the expense of 
others, should both be opposed. 


--It means attaching importance to the factor of man in socialist construc- 
tion, carrying forward the spirit of the laboring people being the masters 
of their own fate as well as of their creative ability. [It means paying 
attention to education, the cultivation of talented persons and the develop- 
ment of people in an all-round way.... 

Isn't this socialist humanism already in existence amid our practice and 
leveloping with each passing day? Why should it be viewed as a strange, 
alien thing?

BEIJING DRAMA PRAISES EMPEROR OF TANG DYNASTY

[Text] Beijing, 20 Jan (XINHUA)--"Listen to both sides and you will be 
enlightened, heed only one side and you will be benighted," these words 
uttered with deep emotion by Tang Tai Zong [second emperor of the Tang 
Dynasty (627-649] in a play entitled "Tang Tai Zhong and Wei Zheng" being 
Staged at the 7 February Theater in Beijing were greeted with enthusiastic 
applause. 


This six-act historic play, staged by the art troupe of the First Engineering 
Bureau of the Ministry of Railways, depicted how Li Shimin, Tai Zhong of 

the Tang Dynasty, got to know and appointed Wei Zheng following the Xuanwu 
gate incident and in the end discovered Wei Zheng as his "mirror." 


The story dates back 1,300 or more years. After Tang Tai Zhong seized 
political power, he promoted Wei Zheng, a subordinate of his political enemy 
Li Jiancheng, to an important position, disregarding old grudges, and 
accepted his views about running the government and ruling the country. 

We Zheng was upright and outspoken and was not afraid to risk being executed 
and to evoke the emperor's anger with blunt remonstrations in the spirit that 
"I would rather be a good minister than a minister who remonstrates with 
you." Wei Zheng clashed fiercely with Tang Tai Zhong on the issue of how 

to handle Pang Xiangshou who claimed credit for himself and became arrogant. 
Atter listening to both sides and pondering things over, Tang Tai Zhong 
finally set to right the relations between the great Tang empire and the 
prestige of the emperor and adopted Wei Zheng's views, from which he also 
drew a conclusion that "using a piece of brass as a mirror, one can dress 
properly; talking ancient times as a mirror, one can tell the rise and fall 
of a country; looking at people as a mirror, one can understand success and 
failure." The ending of this play presaged the imminent arrival of the 
"Reign of Zhen Guan" [the title of the emperor's reign] characterized by 
economic progress and cultural prosperity. 


People who saw this play all praised it as an excellent play hard to come by, 
and one with educational significance. The audience said: The "Reign of 
Zhen Guan" represented a golden age in the feudal society and that the coming 
into being of this era was inseparable from Tang Tai Zhong and Wei Zheng. 
Tang Tai Zhong was able to know and use people and had the courage to accept 
their remonstrations; by having the courage to bluntly remonstrate with the 
emperor, Wei Zheng on the other hand had brought about the historically 
famous "Reign of Zhen Guan."' These two historic episodes can help us like 
mirrors in summing up the lessons of success and failure in ancient and 
modern times to build China into a powerful socialist state.

[Text] Recently we heard an argument to the effect that "we conquered the 
country but the intellectuals rule the country." After thinking it over 
again and again, we concluded that the argument was wrong. 


By setting "the intellectuals" against "“us,"’ this argument carries the 
flavor of "those who are not of our kind will surely be disloyal." 


"We conquered the country." It is as if there were not any intellectuals 
among those who conquered the country. We really cannot approve of this 
argument. Take Marx, Engels, Lenin as well as revolutionaries of older 
generation such as Li Dazhao, Mao Zedong, Zhou Enlai, Chen Yi and Deng 
Xiaoping for example. How could anyone of them not be regarded as an 
intellectual? It can be said without exaggeration that without the integra- 
tion of the intellectuals with the workers’ movement, Marxism-Leninism 
would not have emerged and the Chinese revolution would not have been 


victorious. 


(he old saying has it: The country belongs to the whole people. However, 
regarding "the country" as a personal belonging is precisely an alienation 

of power. Does this not violate our original intention of dedicating 
ourselves to the overthrow of the exploiting system? Does it not run counter 
to the lofty conviction of communism? At that time, we fought courageously 
in order to smash the private ownership of power but now we appreciate the 
historical relics that have been trampled underfoot and feel sad as if 
something were missing. Is this not a sad thing. 


Conquering the country is the bounden duty of a revolutionary. It is 
difficult to start an undertaking but it is even more difficult to maintain 
what has been achieved by our predecessors. When the situation changes 

and the tasks are different, it is necessary for us to relinquish our posts 

in favor of better qualified people. Why should we claim credit for ourselves 
by saying that "we conquered the country" and why should we be outraged by 
saving that "you rule the country?" All men must die. However, the communist 











cause has not been accomplished. It is of cuourse necessary to hand down the 
red flag from generation to generation. Have you not heard the saying that 
"as the waves in the Changjiang River drive on those in front, so does each 
new generation excel the previous one?" 


It is an expression of complacency in maintaining the achievements of our 
predecessors to say that since we have congeured the country without the need 
of schooling, it is of course necessary for us to "rule the country." This 
is also illogical. Comrade Nie Rongzhen expressed it well when he said: 
Without experts, it would have been impossible for us to develop the atom 
bomb even if we had dispatched an army of troops. There will be no prospects 
for the four modernizations in our country if we go on overestimating our- 
selves, are satisfied with being “uneducated persons," underestimate the 
difficulties, and are unable to understand "high-grade, precision and 
advanced" industrial products. After overthrowing the exploiting classes 

and breaking away from cultural tyranny, it is necessary for us to study 
dilligently and try hard to catch up. There is no reason whatsoever for a 
revolutionary to be willing to lag behind. 


In realizing the four modernizations, we need science and culture and 
thousands upon thousands of intellectuals. An arduous task is lying before 
us. We should work energetically with all our might and with one heart and 
one mind. We should no longer differentiate between "you" and "we." The 
viewpoints of "conquering the country" and "ruling the country" should be

[Text] The Vast Desert in the Windy Season 
It was April, the month of the windy season in Xinjiang. 


It was in that windy season last year when Regional CPC Committee First 
Secretary Wang Enmao, Vice Chairman of the Xinjiang Autonomous Region Amudun 
Niyaz and nine other comrades began their visit to the vast Taklimakan Desert 
in bitter weather conditions. Three cross-country vehicles sped on in the 
dim daylight amid a sand storm. People talked with admiration about Ban 
Chao, a well-known general in Han Dynasty who, when he was 70 years old, 
retired and returned to Luoyang, but Comrade Wang Enmao returned to work in 
Xinjiang when he was 70 years old. A few days before, he suffered an attack 
of enteritis and his temperature rose to 39 degrees, but he insisted on 
leaving the hsopital for Turpan to plant trees. People tried to pursuade 
him to wait till he recovered, but he said that the activities of planting 
trees on 12 March had been fixed by the CPC Central Committee. As soon as 
he recovered, he wanted to go to the vast desert of Taklimakan. What an 


heroic will he has! 


Their vehicles drove right toward the place where the model company, No 6 
Company was stationed at the farm of No 29 Regiment. The place was origi- 
nally a stretch of barren alkaline sand. The soil there had 3 to 5 percent 
of salt and alkali. According to specialists, the land there was unculti- 
vable. Now, they have reclaimed the land and each year produce 1,200 jin 
of rice and more than 100 jin of cotton on each mu of laad there. When 
Comrade Deng Xiaoping visited the reclaimed area in Shihezhi the year before 
last, he saw that the people there achieved a bumper harvest of cotton by 
planting cotton on soil on plastic film, and called people to popularise the 
experience of this kind of farming. Wang Enmao and Amudun Niyaz came to 
visit No 6 Company in order to see the cotton the company had grown on 
plastic film. Wang Enmao carefully uncovered the soil to see the sturdy 
seedlings. Then he asked detailed questions about sowing rice from the 

air, chemical weed-killing and combine harvesting. He went to the regiment 











farm amid wind storm. The staff and workers there waited along the road 
when they learned that Wang Enmao was coming to visit their farm. Wang Enmao 
said sternly that the CPC Central Committee had stipulated that there 

Should be no welcoming or seeing-off ceremony for leaders. The regiment 
commander Wang Dechang said that he had not organized people to welcome hin, 
but when his people learned that Wang Enmao was coming to inspect their work, 
they came around to meet him. Wang Dechang asked Wang Enmao to give a speech. 
Wang Enmao said that since the third plenary session of the llth CPC Central 
Committee, the No 29 regiment farm had increased their output year by vear. 
The year before, the farm earned 8.86 million yuan of profits, 300 percent 
more than in 1978. This was a very great achievement. Wang Enmao said that 
he was very much pleased to hear that there were 500 TV sets in the regiment 
for people to watch the programs transmitted from Beijing every day. When 
Wang Dechang once more asked Wang Enmao to make some criticism, Wang Enmao 
said: First, I will praise you, second, I will praise you and third, I 

will praise you. People smiled happily at his words. During the 1950's, 
when Wang Zhen and Wang Enmao led commanders and fighters to march toward 

the vast deserts from Tarim, he mobilized them to carry on the spirit of 
reclaiming Nanni Valley and reclaim the vast deserts of Taklimakan in order 
to ease the burden of the state and supply the fighters with rice, wheat 
flour, vegetable, meat and fruit. What he called the fighters to do seemed 
to be impossible, but now the farm has more than realized his call. It has 
not only managed to supply enough food and clothing for the fighters, but 
also made great contributions to the state. If you go to visit the big dunes 
and the fertile land of the No 29 regiment farm in the Taklimakan Desert, 

you will really understand the saying that there are no poor soldiers under 


a good general. 
we Should Mobilize People to Move Into the Deserts 


in the morning of 6 April, Wang Enmao's and Amudun's vehicles drove to the 
south of the deserts from Korla. It was precisely in that area that the 
vast deserts buried Peng Jiamu. 

The sandstorm began again and it was very hard to see the way ahead. Sand 
and stones scraped off the paint on the vehicles. One vehicle was blown 
upside down by the storm. Though they had brought with them the boards and 
ropes for getting over the sand dunes, they had to turn back for Korla 
because it was so dark that they could not see their way. The second day, 
they continued to head for the southern part of the Taklimakan Desert. 

[hey wanted to visit Ruoqiang, Qiemo and Yutian, the most remote part of 
Xinjiang. Ruoqiang and Qiemo were the only two counties that Wang Enmao had 
not visited since he began to work in Xinjiang. 


Ruoqgiang's area is 190,000 square kilometers and it has seven nationalities, 
with a total population of 15,133 people. When Xuanzhang, the well-known 
fang Dynasty monk, passed the county, he described the place as a vast barren 
land without living things and where bones of dead passerbys could be seen 

in clusters. Wang Enmao insisted on visiting the people there. However, 

the road was very difficult to pass and the vehicles jerked violently hitting 
the passengers’ heads against the ceilings. Amudun thought that it was too 











dangerous for Wang Enmao, a man of such an advanced age, to zg0 on such a 

long and difficult journey. He tried to persuade Wang to take 2 days of 

rest at the farm of a regiment along the road. Doctor Chen took Wang's blood 
pressure and was surprised to find that his blood pressure was 180 at the 
maximum and 120 at the minimum. All his fellow passengers advised him to 
stay and rest for 2 days, but Wang Enmao said that he was all right and would 
recover after taking some medicine. They stayed for the night in the farm 

»f the 36 regiment farm in Milan and resumed their joruney for Ruogiang the 


a 


next day. 


Since the third plenary session of the llth CPC Central Committee, the people 
in Ruogiang County have emancipated their minds and implemented diverse 

torms of responsibility system including the system of assigning responsi- 
bility for output target completion to households and thus quickly developed 
the production there. The per capita income in the county has risen from 

113 yuan in 1978 to 161 now. Wang Enmao said that Ruoqiang had been a county 
with a shortage of grain for a long time. Sometimes, it had to purchase 

more than 1 million jin of grain from other places. He was very much pleased 
to see that the county had now created such a new situation. The Ruoqiang, 
washixia and Tashesaiyi Rivers ran through the county. If the water in these 
rivers was utilized, we could reclaim much land and plant many trees. The 
County CP° Committee secretary said that they had 1.5 million trees in their 
-ounty. Wang enmao said that was too few and that if they did not plant 
trees thev could not fix the sand and it would be impossible for them to 
develop agriculture and animal husbandry. He called on the people there 

to be careiul to prevent the expansion of the desert and to strive to turn 
deserts into habitable areas. 


Manglikesidike, Qierw County CPC Committee told Wang Enmao that in 1978 

the county purchased grain from the state, but last year, it sold 6 million 
jin of grain to the state. He said that in 1949, there was only one primary 
school and one wooden barrow on the 130,000 km stretch of land of the county. 
Now there are six middle schools, 30 primary schools and 115 tractors. 

Ihe per capita income in the county reached 115 yuan last year. The county 
was producing gold, jade and rock crystal. Wang Enmao said that the people 
in the county ahd achieved great victory, but they should continue to develop 
tne good situation there. Though the county was in a desert area, it had 
seven rivers which provide very good conditions for developing irrigation. 
ihe government planned to invest in the county tio develop water conservation 
projects there. | 


In Yutian, Wang Enmao asked a county CPC Committee secretary who came from 
an inland area how things stood with him. The secretary answered that there 
was no one to take care of his old mother at home and he was applying to be 
transferred back to the inland area. Wang Enmao kindly told him to bring 
his mother to the county. Before the "cultural revolution,'' Wang's father 
(an old Red Army guard and CPC member of the Jinggangshan area) was sick and 
wanted to return to his homeland in Jiangxi. Wang persuaded his father to 
stay in Xinjiang and regard Xinjiang as their homeland. He said to his 
father that when the latter died, he would be buried in Xinjiang and when 
Wang himself died he would be buried by his side. Since then his father had 
never said anything about returning to Jinagxi. After his father died, 
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he buried him in Dongsan Cemetery in Urumqi. Wang Enmao said that for the 
time being, living conditions in southern Xinjiang were poor, but we commu- 
nists should strive to improve them. The County CPC Committee secretary said 
with emotion that he would never say anything about his application for 
transferrence of job. 


Our Goals Were Identical 


On 24 April, Wang Enmao, Amudun and other comrades came to Kashi, a well- 
known city in southern Xinjiang. 


In November 1949, Wang Enmao led his troops to liberate this city. Later, 
he worked together with the commanders and fignters to carry out civil work 
there. They established the state power of the people there, developed the 
local party organizations and carried out the struggle against local despots 
and for the reduction of rent and interest and for land reform. They 
organized cooperatives and established people's communes. At that time, the 
people of various nationalities there were united and production developed 
quickly. There was a close tie of affection between Wang Enmao and the 
people of various nationalities there. However, on 30 October 1981, 10 days 
ifter Wang came back to work in Xinjiang, Ye Xin, an educated Han youth in 
the city quarreled with and killed Kelikadeer, a commune member of Uygur 
nationality when they were dredging sewage channels. At that time, a few 
evildoers instigated the masses of people to hold a demonstration carrying 
the corpse around the city and to cruelly attack and wound cadres and masses 
of the Han nationality, killing two of them. This incident greatly shocked 
the whole region. The Regional CPC Committee soundly and satisfactorily 
handled this incident according to the principle of handling contradictions 
among the people. After this incident the people of all nationalities in 
Kashi ferreted out the murderers and the counterrevolutionary organization 
which took advantage of the incident to incite the masses to make trouble. 
these murderers and counterrevolutionaries were punished according to the 
law. The CPC Committee of the autonomous region held a meeting of all the 
cadres at and above prefectural and city level to draw on lessons from the 
incident, unify their understanding and carry out re-education in nationality 
unity among the cadres of various nationalities. Later, it organized the 
idres of all nationalities to study nationality unity. Thus the cadres 
clearly understand that all the nationalities must have confidence in, 
respect, support, learn from and make allowances for one another. Wang 
fnmao said that the key to doing a good job of achieving nationality unity 
lies with the leading groups, especially the group leaders. We should 
criticize and educate anyone who had done any thing that was harmful to 
nationality unity. As for those who undermined our nationality unity, we 
should resolutely fight against them and legally punish the serious offenders 


among them. 


Wang Enmao told the cadres in Kashi that in Xinjiang, especially in Kashi, 
an area where the majority of the population was made up of fraternal 
nationalities such as the Uygur nationality, nationality unity is indis- 
pensible for the stability and unity of the situation there. He told them 
to remember well the lessons drawn from the Kashi incident. He said that 
they had to believe that most of the people of minority nationalities were 





good and the number of evildoers was very small and that they had to see 
that the most of the people of the Han nationality were also good, but there 
were some evildoers who had to be punished. For example, Ye Xin, who killed 
a man of our fraternal Uygur nationality had to be punished according to the 
law. All those who had wounded and killed the people of the fraternal Han 
nationality should also be punished. All people were equal before the law. 
We should not fix our eves only on a few evildoers and fail to see that the 


broad ranks of cadres and masses were good and very good. 


During his few days in Kashi, Wang Enmao talked with many people and gave 

a report. He wrote the report himself and sat up late every night, but got 
up again at dawn. When he was having a forum with some comrades in Kashi, 
a few comrades who were wounded in the Kashi incident rashly came into the 
yard in order to have an interview with Wang Enmao. Obviously, thev were 
still indignant. Wang Enmao asked them to come in and inquired after their 
health. He kindly said to them that cadres of the Han nationality had made 
great contributions toward liberating the people in Xinjiang and Xinjiang's 
socialist construction. He was grieved that thev had been beaten. However, 
those who beat these comrades could not represent the masses of people of 
the fraternal Uygur nationality. Some of the offenders would be legally 


punished. 


Amudun Niyaz said that those who beat these cadres were only a small number 
of evildoers. He was grieved to see these cacres were beaten. He said 

that he and other cadres of the minority nationalities could not have grown 
up, if they kad not been trained by cadres of the Han nationality. His 
personal experience was a good examp.e. Manv of the cadres of the Han 
nationality came to Xinjiang in the army's move to liberate the people there 
in 1949. Later, they carried out construction in very difficult conditions. 
\ll thev had done was for the needs of the great motherland. The minority 
nationality people welcomed cadres of Han nationality and their goals were 
identical. The few comrades felt the warmth of the party and some of them 
were moved to tears. Now more than a year nas passed since the Kashi inci- 
dent. During the year and more, a new situation of nationality unity and 
social stability has emerged. Though there have been a few accidents of 
people being run over and killed by vehicles, leading cadres hurried to the 
sites and soon solved the problems. Not long after Wang Enmao arrived at 
Kashi, a child of Uygur nationality was run over and killed by a vehicle; 
the father of the child came to the PLA unit of the driver to speak in favor 
for the driver and plead that the driver should not be punished because he 
hid had no intention of killing his child. Wang Enmao said: The people of 
our fraternal nationalities are very good, really very good. 
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lessons From a "Wonderful Situation" 


During his visit to the Taklimakan Desert, Wang Enmao asked each and every 
person of the Uvgur nationality he met in rural areas whether they had enough 
food and money. He would not feel at ease until he personally inquired 

into the people's livelihood. On 26 April, they came to Aksu Prefecture 

and the Prefectural CPC Committee secretary particularly briefed them on 

the state of affairs in Baicheng. He said that the situation there was very 














good at that time. Wang Enmao remembered Baicheng very well, because he 
had drawn a painful historical lesson from an incident there. 


'n 1962, amid a “wonderful situation," a serious incident occurred in 
Baicheng, Xinjiang. At that time, the Baicheng County CPC Committee secre- 
tary exaggerated the production results in the county and caused many people 
to suffer from dropsy because of the shortage of food. Some people even 

died of hunger, but the secretary would allege that the situation was 
wonderful. Two cadres of the Forestry Department wrote to the Regional 

CPC Committee stating that the situation in Baichen, was serious and people 
had to be careful to avoid being misled by the high-sounding words of the 
Baicheng County CPC Committee secretary, who had neglected his duties toward 
the lives of the masses of people. The Regional CPC Committee immediately 
sent people to investigate and it was proved that what the two comrades wrote 
was true. Wang Enmao immediately went to Baicheng to carry out relief work 
and sent a medical team to serve the patients there. Seeing that the people 
of various nationalit’es in Baicheng were afflicted with such a great disaster, 
Wang deprived the then Baicheng County CPC Committee secretary of his party 
membership and severely punished him as a criminal offender. Furthermore, 
Wang Enmao publicly made a self-criticism about this incident. He was moved 
to tears when he saw the lofty virtue in the people of the fraternal Uygur 
nationality who refused to take any food grain from the state granary of the 
state inspite of their hunger. Later, he called for the two comrades and 
thanked them for exposing and helping to correct the party's mistakes. 

when I visited Xinjiang this time, I met Comrade Wang Enmao, and at the 
beginning of his interview with me he told me that he had committed mistakes 
when he worked in Xinjiang and had to be held responsible for the incident 
which occurred in Baicheng in 1962. By remembering the mistakes and lessons 
of the past, he precisely displayed the confidence of an old party member 

in his cause. Only by so doing can we better educate our successors. 


we Are All Brothers 


Wang Enmao, Amudun Niyaz and others spent 29 days in visiting Taklimakan and 
their journey covered more than 10,000 li. Finally, they arrived at Luntai. 
[t was a windy place. Cen Can, a Tang Dynasty poet, described the wind in 
the following lines: "All the broken rocks as big as cups are blown up by 
the wind and roll everywhere.'' This was Amudun's homeland. Amudun called 
his brother by telephone and told him that as there was too much work to do 
ind too little time left, he would not go home to meet him. Wang Enmao 
overheard this. Wang insisted on going to Amudun's home. When Amudun said 
it was a long way away and the road was difficult, Wang Enmao said: Why 
should we worry about the distance since we have our vehicles to ride in? 


Amudun's home was in Quanbake commune. His brother Mamuti Niyaz was an 
honext peasant, 65 years old. He was also a CPC member. When Mamuti learned 
that Wang Enmao and his brother would come, he waited on the road to welcome 
them. Holding Mamuti's arm, Wang Enmao entered Mamuti's house. Mamuti's 
wife treated the guests with milk tea and dried apricots. Wang Enmao 

greeted Mamuti in Uygur language while helping himself to the dried apricots. 
Then he asked Zhang Jiuyuan, a cadre of the Han nationality, about the 











production of the brigade and the relations between nationalities. Zhang 
said that grain production and animal husbandry had developed quickly and the 
per capita income had exceeded 300 yuan the year before. Concerning 
nationality relations, a "nationality unity pledge” had been formulated 
everywhere and the political situation was very stable.

RESTAURANT CLOSED IN CONTRAVENTION OF POLICY

(Summary] On the grounds of affecting the appearance of the city, the 
central district urban management department, Chongqing City, did not 
permit the Baimeigui Restaurant, a people-run collective, to set up a stall 
to do business, resulting in 24 young people being forced to return home to 
await employment. This evoked repercussions in society. 


With the fervent concern and direct support of the city people's government, 
78 voung people raised funds to set up the Baimeigui Restaurant, a people- 
run collective, in September 1981. Since the restaurant opened, due to the 
vood service, delicious food and some well-known traditional snacks, it had 
been praised by patrons inside and outside the province, foreign visitors 
and Hong Kong and Macao compatriots. 


"In August 1982, the city central district urban management department held 
that foreign visitors often toured the area where the restaurant was situated. 
Xestaurant workers set up a stall in front of a door to do business and this 
itfected the appearance of the city. The department made it a rule that the 
restaurant was not permitted to set up a stall to do business after 9 am 
evervday. This not only caused the restaurant turnover to drop greatly and 

the restaurant to incur losses but also caused 24 young people to have 

nothing to do and to return home again to await employment. Everyone in 

the enterprise was in a state of anxiety and the enterprise was in a precarious 


situation." 


According to the investigation by a reporter, the stall was only a meter 
way from the individual stall's area specified by urban management depart- 
ment; moreover, some foreign visitors and overseas Chinese left many praises 
in the restaurant visitors’ book and no bad impressions whatsoever were 


discovered. 


"All workers of the Baimeigui Restaurant reported this matter to relevant 
lepartments many times and requested permission for the stall to resume 
business in order that the 24 young people could earn a normal living. 

he Chongqing City Government paid great attention to this. Relevant 
leaders instructed relevant departments several times to conduct reinvesti- 
gation and properly solve this problem. However, because comrades of some 
departments adopted a passive and one-sided attitude, the problem was not 


solved." 











The plight of the Baimeigui Restaurant evoked relatively big repercussions 
in society, particularly in some people-run enterprises of this sort. They 
said: "A restaurant like the slightly well-known Baimeigui is treated in 
this wavy. What are our prospects?" 

After studying with relevant departments, the general office of the Chongqing 
City Government put forward five points to solve this problem:
